Jelt 
Westling and Paul Wessrmller, we managed lo 
produce dyers, stickers, a banner, and a hassel 
free skale session downtown. 

We started baling down (he Nllcoltet Mall, the 
reason being 7th ward council member Barbara 
Carlson had banned skating from here and claimed 
we were uncontrollable Outf first stop was the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel which has the most killer 
bank* downtown, We skated at the Hyatt lor aboul 
half an hour and during this time only one squad 
car showed upfcons*qeuntffy, he did nothing. I 
guess the to fcs_s|rcng1h m numbers.

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Alier finishing up our session at ihe Hyatt, we 

skated towards the IDS Canter. When we got Ihere, 
we decided that we would skate on through, using 

the pedestrians as a satom course. Our protest look 
us other places but jhafs not really the point. 




What most people dorfl undfccsland is that our 
ta*pftyars money is being span I on harraslng kk*s 
on skateboards.
